A question  has  arisen  regarding  a statistic  cited  in  a 2000  EPA  Report  entitled  "Liquid 
Assets  2000:  America's  Water  Resources  at  a Turning  Point" 

(EPA-840-B-00-001 ). 

This  stat  appears  on  page  10  of  that  report: 

Mining  in  the  western  United  States 
has  contaminated  stream  reaches  in  the 
headwaters  of  more  than  40  percent  of 
the  watersheds  in  the  West.  EPA  is 
spending  $30,000  per  day  to  treat 
contaminated  mine  drainage  at  the 
Summitville  Mine  in  Colorado,  which 
will  cost  an  estimated  $170  million  to 
clean  up.  Remediation  of  the  halfmillion 
abandoned  mines  in  32  states 
may  cost  up  to  $35  billion  or  more. 

I have  not  been  able  to  determine  the  original  source  of  this  40%  figure. 

Do  you  have  any  familiarity  with  this  report  and,  if  so,  could  you  try  to  find  out  where  the  40% 
estimate  originated?
